I) attending school or teaching year-round, either full-time or part-time; or

(II) attending school or teaching school two semesters in a year.

i) at the direction of the state Office of Education, the receiving school district shall return to the
county treasurer an amount of revenue equal to the receiving school district's capital outlay increment

monies for that fiscal year; and
ii) the county treasurer shall refund the receiving school district's capital outlay increment monies

described in Subsections (8)(b)(i) to each contributing school district in the same proportion as each
contributing school district's contribution to the receiving school district's capital outlay increment
monies.
